An aged-old onstom oonsMert Mon- 
day as wash day. In the Modem Laun- 
dry every day Is wash day. But of 
course, everybody's washing oanBOt 
be done on the same day. 

Heretofore fully sixty per cent, of 
laundry patrons have seM their work 
to the laundry on Monday. 

Thus, laundries have been deltged 
with work the fore ]>art of the week. 
The help have begun the week dis- 
couraged and dissatlBfled, and the re- 
sult has often been refleotod In -the' 
work and service. 

This unequal distribution of the 
work has been quite as muoh to the 
dliadvantage of the patron as it has 
to the laundry. All employes do their 
best work when they clearly under- 
stand juHt what It Ih. and when they 
can see "over the top" of It. 

Kvery day a certain amount of the 
work will be brought into the plants 
and an equal amount delivered to pa- 
trons. Many patrons have unthink- 
ingly, demanded special service. Oiven 
it once, some have acquired (he habit. 
Special service is expensive to the 
laundry and patrons alike. There arc 
occasions when special service Is 
needed atod will be given, hut these 
oooasions are few and will be greatly 
reduced under this new plan. The 
foregoing, and many other seemingly 
small items have been and are a big 
factor In the overhead expenses of a 
laundry; and along with the war. 
higher wages, increased cost of mater- 
ials, eto., have been responsible for 
the higher prices which the laundry 
owners have been compelled to 
charge. Neither the pnhllc nor the 
laundry owner can control the prices 
of material nor the wages of labor. 
But the laundry owners, with the 
hearty co-operation of the public, 
can, and will control some of the 
Items of overhead expense, and pre- 
vent a further increase in laundry 
priccM, If Indeed, they do not eventual- 
ly lower them to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

HERE IS THE FLAN 
Bach patron will be advised as to 
the day and hour when each laundry's 
representative will call for their laun- 
dry. It should be reuily and he 
should not be expected to wait. Hours 
and hours of time, and gnllons of gas- 
oline and 6il have been wasted while 
drivers waited for, bundles. We will 
divide the total nomber of calls into 
Ave equal parts. One-flfth of the 
work will bo collected ^^onday, one- 
tlfth Tuesday and so on until Friday. 
In the same manner, one-fifth of the 
work will be delivered each day. 
There will be but one collection and 
one delivery each week on each route. 
All oolleotion and deliveries of law- 
dry work will be made eaoh morning 
before noon. Telephone calls not be- 
ing on salesman's route will be made 
in the afternoon each day. If the 
driver serving you calls at nine 
o'clock one week, you may expect him 
at the same hour eaoh week, almost to 
the mlnnte. Tbe same applies to de- 
livery. Tour driver will deliver your 
bundle at the same hour each week. 
Kach customer will be requested to 
have the cash ready. There can be no 
variation from the foregoing, aa it 
would soon defeat the purpose of the 
plan whieh Is— better work and better 
serviee for an. No special rush work 
will be called for and delivered Work 
brought to the office iind called for 
may be had In shorter time than by 
the regular system. The foregoing 
plan is now In operation In several 
cities, and has beea reoeivqd *by the 
pnbUe noet graekraaly, beeanae Its ad- 
vantages are so apparent and Its prac- 
tical' value so soon estaoilshed. It 
looks more revolutionary than It Is. 
It Is simply breaking up a custom, 
which U a custom qpdy, aai br 
means a neosssity. 

The laaadry owaar irsssate fha 
roragelag. tarn in the belief that iU 
reoaoaableaees and good s^e will 
appeal to their patrons. Thin plan 
with the hearty co-operation of laun- 
dry patrons, will promote better con- 
ditions for laundry employees, which

O'Devlin was operating a linotype 
on the Liverpool (England) Courier 
when England uiteied the war and he 
immediately volimteered and was as- 
signed to the famous Middlesex Regi- 
ment. He was later transfered to the 
famous Royal Irish moimled snipers 
and with that great regiment went 
through the greatest battles of the 
war. He took part in such groat bat- 
tles as Mens, DIxmude, Ypres, La- 
Bosae, Neuve Chapelle, Armenteers 
Mesalnes. DurUin this time he 

was .sent to Salonika and Palestine

with the Irish snipers and there he 
saw five months service. In all he 
saw two yearn and nine months ser- 
vice In the British army and he came 
out of it badly crippled. 

He wiji wounded seriously five 
times and twice was overcome with 
gas. His left shoulder is entirely 
gone. His left leg is stiff from shrap- 
nel In the knee. The left arm Is swol- 
en all out of proportion and ahrap- 
iiel has torn away the most of his 
teeth and rut away a part of upper lip. 

nuring the early pari of 1917 Pri- 
vate O'Devlin was very seriously 
wounded and was cited for bravery In 
dispatohea from general headquarters. 
He was awarded a war badge, of 
which he is rery pfoud and a com- 
munication from His Majesty, the king 
of I^nglnnd. Is highly prized hy him 

Ileing a native of (he Vnited Slatp:- 
aiiil having folks In this country, he 
<vas sent here on his request by the 
nntlsh. government when he was hon- 
orably discharged because of his 
Vvounds in 1917. 

Because of his wounds, ^rr. O'Dev- 
lin Is now unable to follow his trade 
for a livelihood and has been advlset' 
by physicians In the army hospital 
from which he baa been discharged t( 
seek open air employment 

For some time he hu been in Mis- 
souri and Is now en route to Wash- 
ington where he will call at the Itrlt- 
Ish embassy and learn why his pen- 
sion has been delayed. It has been 
nine months since he received his 
monthly war pension apportionment 
and he has beeome so interested that 
he wanu to visit the Britidi ambas- 
sador at Washington and praoent his 
case to him. 

Private O'Dmlin is a very Interest- 
ing talker. He possesses more than 
ordinary Intelligence and his descrip- 
tions of some of the war's greatest 
battles were listened to with moeb in- 
terest 

Besides the noticeable injuries to 

his body, Private O'DelvIn is very 
nervous and bis health is badly 
wreokal y

take this work no longer exist, I am glad to approve of your sug- 
gestion. 

"In making this change jiermit me to thank you for tiie very 
valuable services and assistance which the Y. M. C. A. has rendered 
to the Ameriean expeditionary force in handling these exchangex 
Handicapped by a shortaRO of toiinatre and land traiis])ortafiiin tin 
Y. M. C. A. has by extra exertion served the army better than could 
have been expected, and you may be assured that its aid has been a 
large factor in the final great aeeomplishment of the American 
army." 

We trust that this will tend to further sUenqe those who would 
knook Ameriea's great seeond line of defense in the Qreat War.

Consumers are advised by the Du 
reau of Chemistry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, to read care- 
fully the labels of all containers of- 
fered to them as containing olive oil 
to determine whether llie miiiuifac- 
lurer actually claims that the produet 
is olvie oil or merely sustiests 11 by 
misleading devices. Some of these 
deceptively labeled products are sold 
by itinerant peddlers. 

Cottonseed oil, com oil, peanut oil, 
soy-hcan nil. and other vegetable oils 
are wholesdiiie, pnhilalile oils, but 
they should be lii)ui;lil undi>r their 
own names at prices much lower tlian 
the pricea at which olive oil it usually 
told.

prisonment In Gorman Jails, frequent 
solitary bonflnement and other indig- 
nities, f^led to break his spirit Four 
days after the armistice was signed, 
Max rode back into Brussets fn tri- 
umph. 

V^om the moment the German 
hordes appeared in the Belgian capi- 
tal, Bugomaster Max resisted the ty>- 
ranny of the invader. Firm In the 
knowledge of the righu of his people 
he daily risked death and for a time 
the military chiefs hesitated to im- 
prison so dauntless a patriot. The de- 
fiance that finally led tu his long Im- 
prisonment is described in Maxi's ar- 
ticle. 

Max and his councilors were iiioel- 
ing. A German ofllcer appeared and 
addressed himself to Max: 

"Your Honor, please follow me Im- 
mediately to the offlee ot the Kom- 
mandantor, who wishes to speak to 
you." 

"I regret extremely," M^x replied 
"my Inability to precede you to the 
office of the Kommandantur, but-I am 
in an important conference with my 
colWgnes and I cannot disturb the 
meeting. At 5 o'clock I will go to' see 
Kommandantur."
